On January 26 last, at Vancouver, 
another of these men died in the 
person of Captain Frank Armstrong, 
the history of whose life is but a 
history of the opening up to viviliza- 
tion of the Rocky Mountains and 
British Columbia. Frank Armstrong 
was born in Montreal and educated 
at tse High School of that city. He 
began his career in the office of the 
Harbour Commissioners as assist- 
ant seeretary. The family connee- 
tion with that office was of long 
duration, tis great-grandfather hav- 
ing been Commissioner about 100 
years ago when the office was un 
Imperial appointment 

The eall of the West with its ade 
venture and opportunity was strong 
among the youth of Montreal of 
those days, and the old city pave 
richly of its best to the upbuilding 
of newer Cannuda Frank Armstrong 
Was amonp those who went into the 
new country, and early in his career 
he was a member of the C, P. R. 
survey that, under the Jate Major 
Rogers, found the Rogers Pass 
through the Selkirks. One of the most 
interesting of the events ino which 
he flrures was connected with the 
finding of the Ragle Pass through the 
Selkirk range in 1881. On this trip 
he accompanied his life-long friend. 
the Hon. Fred Aylmer, of Richmond, 
and Major Rogers after whom the 
Rogers Pass is named. The engineer 
ing party wintered at Moberly Peak 
in 1882, and through a combination 
of circumstances suffered great pri 
vations. When things got most des- 
perate Frank Armstrong volunteered 
to go south to Idaho on snowshves 
with a tobuggan to get food, and this 
arduous task he suecessfully accom- 
plished in the face of great diffi- 
culty The Aylmer’and Aristrong 
ranches on the upper Columbia river, 
nesr Windermere, were. established 
in the early eighties. Frank’ Arm- 
strong: was’ the pioneer of steam- 
boat navigation on both the upper, 
Columbia ‘and upper Kootenay’ rivers. 
When the! railway was finally: built 
through, the first load of freight 
carried into the Columbia valley in- 
eluded boilers and engines for his 
steamboats. These were built at 
Sorel, Que., and hauled across ‘the 
continent. He was one of a party 
to go by canoe from Lake Winder. 
mere, the mother lake of the Colum. 
bia river all the way to Astoria at 
its mouth,on the Pacific Ocean, the 
intention being to report on the 
navigability of that great stream. 

At the outbreak of the Great War

While inspections at Winnipeg for 
the same period amounted to 108,-

In the Legislature 

In the Legislature during the past 
week, the debate on the freight rates 
question was brought to 2 conclusion 
when after the committee named for 
the purpose had failod to agreo on a 
Joint resolution, the resolution pro- 
posed from tha opposition was voted 
down 42 to 12, and the amendment 
from the government benches was 
carried by the same vote. 

The motion proposed by Mr, De 
chene culling upon the government 
for an explanation as to why certain 
branch lines had not been oroceedled 
with in the north, was withdrawn 
following the statement mado by Hon.

On Thursday and Friday a debate

tior, of knowledge that will help (and 
incline) him. toward the understand. 
ing of the problems confronting pre- 
sent day and future democracies; the 
third aspect ‘stresses the attitude: of 
mind necessary, if’ the ‘individual is to 
live in peace and efficient coopera- 
tion with his fellows, 

While such a rough and ready’ de- 
fination of education offers an invit- 
ing target for the attack of the mo- 
dern educationists of different schools 
it may nevertheless > serve as a con- 
venient standard by which to mea- 
sure tho claims of clementary science 
to a place in the public srhool curri- 
culum. Space forbids anything more 
than mere. indication of the line of 
argument in each case. 

Hygiene-—Knowledge. of the organs 
of the human’ body with an under- 
standing of their. functions and the 
danger of certain abuses tends to the 
maintenance of health and therefore 
of personal efficiency. 
the elementary knowledge 
{gs a groundwork for’ the later study 
of problems in national health and 
for intelligent action upon. legislative 
questions, such as food adulteration, 
building and sanitation, social  hy- 
giene, etc. 

Geography—Here we have the ex- 
tensive jtudy of our own counkry 
merging into the wider ‘Geography 
of Empire’ and embracing a know- 
ledge of the world and its peoples. 
No argument {ig needed to support the 
claim that the citizen of the greatest 
of empires, should know somethiug 
of its extent, resources and indus- 
trial relations in order to read and act 
intelligently upon questions of natisn- 
al and international moment. 

Nature Study.—Here we tyuch upon 
a less strictly utilitarian branch, yet 
one of far reaching importumre. To 
discuss it in a short paragraph is {m- 
possible.» At the-leikt it gives’n de- 
finite store of information having 
utilitarian value in .many life situa- 
tions. At the best it will lead’ to the 
formation of certain sclentific habits, 
eg. “the habit of withholding judg- 
ment until a broad ‘pasis of fact or 
experience hag been secured.” We 
cannot do better than -quoto the sen- 
tence with which the course concludes 
a splendid paragraph: on the ainis 
in elementary. sciouce. “Elementary 
science may be said to have in the 
final analysis an ethical end.” 

Agriculture--Reducing the  argu- 
ment to its broadest outline, we may 
say that the problems of: our provin- 
cial and dominion governments «are 
agricultural. Our economic questions 
centre round production and market- 
ing of farm products, our political 
problems concern the right valance 
between the demands of agricalture 
and menufacturing, and most of our 
immediate legislative questions centre 
round the needs and difficulties of 
an cericultural population. More or 
less, directly we all depend Upon us:

citizenship is therefore the knowledge

DAMAGES IN SUIT

Damages to the yenant of $32,000 
are asked by Pascal Dumont, cattle 
buyer and live stock dealer, of Cam- 
rose, In an action filed against the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. Railway Com- 
pony, at the supreme court offices, 
and which arises out of an accident 
near Dubamel, on October 10, last. 


The plaintiff, who is represented by 
tho ‘firm of McKay, McDonald and 
Wells, states that on October 10th 
last he wag riding on a freight train 
operated over the defendant com- 
pany’s lines from New Norway to Ed- 
monton, in charge of some cattle. 
Between the hours of eleven and 
twolve in the morning, accordirg to 
the statement of claim, the train was 
stopped near Duhamel and was run 
into from the rear by a train of coal 
ears. Negligence on the part of the 
defendant company is charged hy 
the plaintiff, who alleges that the 
train on which he was riding was 
stopped ct a place where the view 
from following traing ia obstructed. 
also that no flagman was sent back 
wong the tracks. 


In his claim, the plaintiff states he 
received flesh wounds and paratysis 
of the body and limbs as a result of 
the accident and is totally pnd per: 
manently disabled,
